COUNTERFEITS. 

All the Baden stamps have been counter- 
feited, but they are generally so poor that the 
slightest comparison with any genuine stamp 
of the same set will be sufficient to show their 
true nature even to a beginner. However, 
the following exceptions must be noted: 

1° The tkr of the 1851 and 1853 issue have 
been splendidly forged by a prominent Amer- 
ican dealer, so well, indeed, that they have 
passed through the hands of several experts 
without having been’ detected ; they are of 
the correct size, and being printed in black 
on buff and white paper, the color is identical 
with the genuine; the closest comparison is 
necessary to find any difference, For the 
benefit of those who have no means of com- 
paring, we will give the following points: the 
genuine have a period between the ‘*‘ \

Head of Liberty facing left with a large colorless star in front 
band, with liberty cap with colorless band, inscribed in colored block letters, 
“TLiberty.”” Head is on a solid colored ground 14% x 18mm. bordered by 
a colorless line % mm, wide and a fine colored line formingan oval. Above 
a curved band 1% mm. wide of vertical colored parallel lines forms the 
bottom of a curved colorless label, bounded all round by colored lines on 
which at each end a small United States shield in colored lines with ‘ U. S. 
Postage ’’ in colored block capitals between. The ends of this label are 
square, but the end colored lines are turned back up and down in a key pat- 
tern with a small colored foliated ornament at the endof the upper. Below 
the oval is a solid colored label with exterior colorless and colored border 
lines, inscribed “‘ One Cent,” following the curve of the oval, and terminated 
at each end by a rectangular plate about twice the width of the label bor- 
dered by colored fine lines inscribed with large colored numerals, “1” 
placed diagonally, an ornament at its lowerend. A colored ornament fills 
the space beneath the lower label and plates on each side. Above the plate 
on each side is a scroll indicated by 4 lines with curved ends, 3 colored and 
3 colorless lines connect the top and bottom ornaments and the colored 
ground between these on the oval is ornamented by colorless tracery. 
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Impression 21 x 25mm. from block before the edges were removed, a 
colorless space of about 2 mm. wide surrounding the design and the block 
measuring 52 x 75 mm, printing its shape in color. Wove paper a little lar- 
ger than block. 

Black, blue, blue green, yellow green, vermilion. 

Type 82, A copy of type 6 in wood but being coarser, the two sets of 

interlaced lines are more distinct. 
Carmine on India paper. 

Type 83. Head of Washington facing to left much like the three cents of 
1851, but much more bent forward and filling more of the oval which meas- 
ures 144% x17mm. The ground is of horizontal, vertical and diagonal right 
to left lines of equal thickness. The lines in the head are very delicate. 
Much of the draping about the neck shows. The oval is surrounded by a 
colored line and the rectangle is filled out by fine colored lines, at first fol- 
lowing the oval then waved to form laurel leaves. “U.” and “S.”’ in the upper 
and “3” and “3” in the lower corners, “‘Postage” above and “Three Cents” 
below in outlined capitals and figures. ‘The workmanship is very similar to 
that of the 1847 issue, and the stamp is bordered by a fine colorless and color- 
ed line. 

Impression 19% x 29 mm., die proof in black on India paper. 

Type 84 Half bust of Washington faced three quarters to left, 16 mm. high 
and very upright on a circular disk 19 mm. in diameter, bounded by a fine 
colored, colorless and exterior broad colored line. The ground of waved 
pairs of colored lines drawn diagonally both ways and forming vertical rows 
of conspicuous colorless diamonds, between rows of larger diamonds, each 
of which is made up of seven smaller diamonds, and the alternate horizon- 
tal rows crossed by additional colored horizontal lines. The ground looks at 
first glance as if composed of vertical stripes. A colorless curved label, orna- 
mented by an intersecting colored line, across the top is inscribed in antique 
colored capitals ‘Three Cents,” A rectangular colorless label bordered by 
a fine colored line across the bottom and inscribed “Postage” in colored 
block letters with a square at each end bordered by a heavy colored line 
and containing a rosette composed of an eight rayed star in color with white 
center dot, a colored circle and eight loops outside nearly covering the 
square with color. The spandrels above and below formed of diagonal lines 
forming diamonds, the alternate rows filled by waved horizontal lines cross- 
ing in pairs, the lighter diamonds crossed by a single straight colored hori- 
zontal line. Evidently of English workmanship.

Type 85. A fancy frame, about a central oval 18 x 22 mm. with a 
fine interior colored line 1 mm. from its edge. At the top a solid colored 
label bounded by an exterior colorless and colored line and inscribed “ U.S. 
Postage” in ordinary colorless capitals. In the upper corners, “ U” on left 
and “S” on the right, on horizontal lined ground bordered by a curved light 
line, terminating in three foliations at top and side. three colored exterior 
lines. Below in a similar curved label with similar border and rectangular 
corners, a large outlined pearled and shaded numeral “1,” in each corner with 
“One Cent” in outlined shaded capitals on a horizontal ground. Foliated 
border at the sides. 

Impression 21 x 27 mm. 

(a) frame only in green on pale yellow buff paper. 

(4) frame only in black on deep orange buff paper. 

(c) carmine small head of liberty, like type on horizontal lined oval 15 x 
17 in red bronze, on a blue chemical paper. 
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Type 86. Fancy frame about a central oval bounded by a very fine colored 
line 15 x 17 mm., and partly covered above by a large outlined numeral “ 3,” 
4mm, high, shaded. ‘Top of frame is composed of a vertically lined label 
in a colorless irregular border bounded by colored lines; the right side has 
a piece next to the numeral shaped like a Z, then a piece curved inwards 
with a ball at the top and the end is a half circle between straight pieces; 
the lower side is a waved piece, and the upper curve of the oval; the left 
side being similar. Above this top on each side are two double outlined 
foliations. The sides of the frame are similarly bordered rectangular pieces 
with horizontally lined ground interrupted by small ovals, similarly bordered 
and containing a numeral “3.” The bottom formed of a labe lsimilar to the 
top but not separated by the numeral, and inscribed “ U.S, Postage” and 
no foliated ornaments, The whole frame is shaded on the right outside parts 
by a heavy line and two parallel vertical lines rests on a rectangular ground 
formed of fine colored horizontal lines, and bordered by a double fine line.

Ashield similar in shape to that of the three cents 1870 issue, but 
the upper angles more marked, formed of horizontal lines bordered by an 
exterior colorless line between two colored lines, the inner line on the bottom 
and right side being very heavy. “ U.” and “S.” in outlined exterior shaded 
block letters in the upper corners, The upper part of the shield is occupied 
by an oval 15 x 17 mm, bordered by a colorless line between two fine lines. 
The lower part of the shield is occupied by a curved solid label bounded by 
an exterior colorless and colored line and inscribed “ U. S. Postage”’ in or- 
dinary colorless capitals. The point of the shield is covered by a large six 
rayed star in color with colorless and colored exterior lines, and bearing the 
colorless numerals “ 10,” a scroll on each side inscribed “ Ten” and “Cents” 
in outline capitals on vertical lined ground. The whole of the above on 
a rectangular ground of fine horizontal lines with exterior border line.

Frame in black, the ovals filled with the half of the preceding types in 
red on deep orange paper.

BRITISH GUIANA POSTAGE STAMPS. 


TO THE EDITOR: THE DAILY CHRONICLE, 

DEAR Sir.—As there are here in the colony many persons interested in 
postage stamp collecting, and seeing that they are marketable articles, and 
that a large business is done therein in all parts of the known world, and that 
the postage stamps of this colony are held in high value. I think it would be 
a great monetary advantage for the Government here to put up at auction 
sale those stamps which are no longer required for the use of the public in- 
stead of burning them according to the Postage Stamp Ordinance, or to be 
more correct to allow them to remain in the Chief Commissary’s Depart- 
ment as useless articles. In allowing such an irregular thing to take place, 
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the Department may and will fall under suspicion, as one is very apt to 
ask what object they have in not burning them as prescribed by Ordinance. 

Having commenced to talk about stamps, I may as well mention what 
happened the other day (a few months ago) about stamps which were issued 
but never put into circulation. The 3 cts., 5 cts., 7 cts,, 10 cts. and 12 cents 
stamps, although they were not given out by the authorities, are possessed 
by certain parties who ask for them from £35 to £100 the set. I cannot 
understand how they managed to get them. The only reasonable conclu- 
sion I can arrive at is that these persons must have had some influence in ob- 
taining them ; but that should never have been allowed, especially as they 
only got possession of the stamps for the sake of speculation. It puzzles me 
very much to know why these stamps were ever issued, knowing that they 
never have been put in circulation. It would be a good thing for persons 
collecting and buying stamps to learn how many of these stamps were issued 
and what has become of them. In regard of them and all the other ones 
issued for British Guianatherein is something queer, and if the Hon. Mr. 
Barr or the Hon. Mr, Jones would make some inquiries about the matter 
and insist upon that things are put right @¢ once, I am quite sure it would be 
admitted that the writer of this letter was quite justified in putting his grie- 
vance before the public. I can assure these honorable gentlemen that by 
doing what is here suggested a great service will be done to the stamp col- 
lectors and agents for the foreign stamps merchants in different parts of the 
world.

THE CANADIAN EXPRESS CO’S NEWSPAPER STAMPS. 


The Canadian Express Co., it now appears issued a complete set of stamps 
over twenty years ago for use over their lines. Mr. J. R. Hooper, of Ottawa, 
Ont., has unearthed the mystery surrounding them. There were six stamps 
issued, all typographed on white paper, oblong in shape, 2x3% inches. At 
top was legend “CANADIAN EXPRESS CO,” in fancy curve ; underneath 
this the words, “‘PrepAID NEWSPAPER PARCEL STAMpP,”’ and in small type, 
‘* To all points reached by this Company in Ontario or Quebec.” In the right 
upper corner is a space containing the value or denomination of the stamp in 
large numerals. The values issued were 4c., 8c., 1oc., 15¢., 20¢., 25c. The 
whole series bear the electrotype autograph signature of “ A, Cheney,” the 
General Superintendent. They were in use but a very short time, and are con- 
sequently rare. Being used on Newspaper Parcel Wrappers very few were 
preserved. They certainly are collectible and it is only surprising they were 
unnoticed up to the present. 


NOTES. 


Mr. Hooper reports a full set of British Columbia law stamps, similar to 
those used in New Brunswick, engraved, blue on white paper. 





From authentic advices received from the postal authorities in New Zea- 
land, by J. R. Hooper, of Ottawa, Canada, there appears to be more varie- 
ties of the official stamps than heretofore known to most collectors on this 
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side. Besides the rose, violet or bluish paper, there is one crange-red on 
thin white wove paper unperforated; of the perforated there are two issues : 
—1887, black on white paper, and 1889, black on thick blue wove paper. 
There is an official wrapper also, 1888, black on white paper; and an official 
label with the same stamp impressed thereon, All are of the same design 
as cut hereto annexed, and as No. 1576 in our Soth catalogue. 








Mexico.—We have seenreprints of the 1872 issue, they are much better 
printed and have brighter colors than the originals, the moire also is not 
very distinct on the reprints. 





Russia.—A new 7 kopeck has been issued slightly different from the pre- 
ceding one, the principal difference consists in the horns below the coat of 
arms; in the new type they are smaller and are crossed by two flashes of 
lightning; a similar change occurs in the envelope of same value. 





St. Kitts.—Our correspondent in that colony informs us that no more 
provisionals will be issued, but that pending the arrival of 


a new supply of stamps, prepaid letters will be stamped Jae” 





we have received a letter prepaid in that manner. 





Mr. Hooper states that the N. Z. Post will adopt the “ penalty envel- 
opes, ” similar to those in use in this country, for the official correspondence. 

He has received one with the penalty clause thereon from the Govern- 
ment Insurance Department, Wellington, N. Y. These may be intended to 
supersede the official stamps. 





SEDANG.—Complete sets of these labels can now be had at Paris for the 
modest sum of 25 centimes instead of frs12.00 as they were originally 
offered at. 





DoMINICAN REpuUBLIC.—Mr. Ildefonso Nunez, of Purerto Plata, informs 
us that no official] stamps have been issued in that country, and that all that 
have been sold as such are frauds. 





Brazit.—In our September number in chronicling the last issue of news- 
paper stamps, we mention the too reis as being in red, while it should have 
been violet. 





GIBRALTAR.—There are two distinct types of surcharge on the provis- 
ional Registration envelopes, we illustrate both of them in this number.
